Th'j greatest patriotic demonstration 


ever held in Newport took place on the 
Fourth of July, after several weeks of 
preparation by a capable and hard- 
working committee, and was a complete 
success In every particular, tho citizens 
and visitors who lined tho streets being 
amazed by the splendid showing mado 
by the marchers. A line about two 
miles In length, containing approxi- 
mately 6060 marchers, requiring forty 
minutes to pass a given point, wns con- 
siderable demonstration for a small 
city.

Don Venustiano Carranza seems at 


last to have been thrown, or to have 
thrown himself, upon the silhouette at 
Washington in a way to have enabled 
the administration to get a sight of his 
proportions. His real proportions can- 
not be unfamilia^ to our readers since, 
almost from the time of Carranza's 
eruption in Coahuila, 
following the 


change in Mexican Government in the 
early part of 1913, Mr. Wilson's support 
of him as against the constitutional 
provisional government, and as the ally 
of Villa, whom we were then dealing 
with as a great and good man, he has 
been the object of newspaper criticism. 


Carranza should never have deceived 


anybody. 
As enemies of the provi- 


sional government of Mexico, both he 
and Villa became personae grata lo our 
government. Villa was acclaimed both 
by the president and Secretary Bryan, 
as a rising star of hope in Mexico. As 
his twin star, in their sight, shone Don 
Venustiano, willing to make himself 
president, constitutionally or unconsti- 
tutionally, by way either of the agree- 
ment of Aguascalientea or the plan of 
Guadaloupe. When we lifted the em- 
bargo on arms which Mr. Taft had laid 
against both of these new proteges of 
ours, we also set about laying an em- 
bargo againt the lawful government by 
seizing and holding its chief port. 


Carranza is a Mexican survival of 


that type of Spanish Bourbon of whom 
it has been said that they learn nothing 
and forget nothing. Yet in his recog- 
nition by the United States an intelli- 
gent people were placed, against 
their 


own judgment, in the attitude of saying 
that they had been able to see in him 
"a moral and material capacity for 
government." Mr. Lansing's note to 
him now sets out the many evidences of

Drydocklng a Warship. 


One of the operations a naval officer 


dislikes more than anything else is 
flocking a big warship to undergo re- 
pairs. 
U Is one of the most difficult 


and tricky Jobs Imaginable, and the 
slightest carelessness may meau mighty 
costly damage. 


Before being Coated Into the dock 


the vessel is usually lightened of every- 
thing that can be easily taken from 
her, and then she is towed In by tugs. 


The greatest care has to bo taken to 


get Lho huge mass to float In exactly 
Its proper position so that when tho 
water is pumped out of the dock It 
will come to rest upon the keel blocks 
In such a way that Its great weight Is 
evenly distributed. These big repair- 
ing docks, or graving docks, as they 
are usually called, are bnllt in a series 
of steps, so that they are much nar- 
rower at the bottom than at the top. 
These steps give support to the balks 
of timber which keep the vessel up- 
right. 


.V float, called a "marker," Is used 


to show that the battleship ia la Its 
right position before the water Is 
drained away. Any miscalculation and 
the vessel might heel over, and there li 
no stopping a 25,000 ton ship when It 
begins doing that—Pearson's.
